Sone months ago l asked our cartographic 
and editorin! staffs to think of a way in which 
the Society could help its members gel more 
pleasure from ther American travels, The re 
sult is anew series of regional maps, which 
we call Close-up: U.S.A. The- first, focused on 
the states of the Northwest, accompanies this 
suc of the magazine 

Comprehensive in scope, the Close-up 
series will present, Visually and in text, not 
cyrus important highwars une cittes but the 
many other features and facets that a traveler 
wants, and needs, to know about 

The maps will locale Historic shrines, parks, 
forest preserves, aid wild. and scenic rivers, 
as Well ws sienificant lancimorks: lokes, high 
peaks, and seasheres. Chey willshow ski areas, 
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hiking trails, the sites of important sports con- 
tests. Calendars of special events and tours 
Will tell where and when vou can attend ro- 
eos, Fairs, and festivals, or visit mines, climes: 
and factories. National Geographic writers 
will touch on major histone events, tell how 
the people of a region eur their living, de- 
scribe the Jandscapé vou'd see ona trip, even 
ailel a few important notes about weather 
Our intention isn't to cuplicate travel at- 
lises or gas-station road maps. We designed 
Close-up maps to be uselul in planning a 
vacation tip, jong before vou start, and to 
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serve en route as a handy relerence—a re- 
minder to detour for a ghost town of a miise- 
um, orto stop th a park or forest 

The Northwest map, showine Washington, 
(Crregon, Idaho, Montana, and Wyoming, will 
be followed by a Close-up of the Great Lakes 
region.

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No traveler's map of manageable size can 
be complete to the last detail; whole books 
have been written about the attractions of 
each Rut vou'll find that Close-up:

On and on they come, raft after raft after raf, 
tumbling and swirling through the rapids of the 
river like so many rubbery whales. 

The river is the Salmon, and inthe caranil light of an 
August morning in the high mountains, [ sit on a patch 
of beach beside the famerl stream ancl watch the. peo- 
cession. And watching, | wonder: What's left. now that 
the great quest for escape has carried deep into the piny 
innards of Idaho, this longtime lockbox of inaccessibility 
for many of America’s crown jewels of wilderness? 

Another raft is tn the white water, [t's about to cap- 
ave, but rights itself fust as the sight of the craft routs 
half a dogen squawking chukars from brush near the 
river's edge. Higher up on the craggy canyon wall, agold- 
tn cache remains hunched on a limb of a pine tree, impe- 
nously indifferent to the panicky neurosis of besser birds. 

More than 4,000 persons will float the Middle Fork af 
the Saloon before the simmer ends (motorized vessels 
are prohibited from travel on the Middle Fork because of 
its desirnation as a wild and scenic rrver), and the United 
States Forest Service has to control the traffic by setting 
trip departure dates for the 45 commercial operators. 
There it a sharp focus on water in this discovery of Idaho, 
Ane of all the rivers anc lakes in the state—of which 
there are many—none quite equals the appeal held by 
the 425-mile-long Salmon, the one carly explorers called 
the “River of No Return.” 


Let Me In—But Keep the Others Out! 


An elfin young woman watked out of the wilderness 
and joined me on the beach.

Wheo | began my discovery of Idabe, [ had only a 
shadowy knowledge of the state. Certainly | knew that 
Sonja Henie had skated there, at a place called Sun Val- 
lev. I-knew too that they grow some dandy potatoes in 
Idaho. | was even aware that Ezra Pound was born in 
the state, and that Ernest Hemingway wrote parts of 
For Whom the Bell Tolls there Generally, however, [daho 
stemed distant and vague, and its cupital, Baise, re- 
mained a stumper in name-the-state-capilal quizzes. 

But now | have traveled the state from top to bottem 
and side to side, and am familiar enough with it lo regret

The ubiq- 
vitous A-frame dwelling hacl made its appean- 
ance in the valley, and in some places where 
once there were heifers and haystacks, there 
were now poodles and patios. Still, the valley 
remained largely unspotled, ond measures 
have been taken to protect it from tacky 
commerciahizatton. 


Ecology Decides o Political Issue 


The 750,000-acre Sawtooth National Kec- 
reation Area was established in 1972 under 
lezishution first introduced by Idaho Senator 
Frank Church. Included are portions of the 
Sawtooth, White Cloud, and Boulder moun- 
tains, as well os connecting valley lands. De- 
velopment of privately owned acreage within 
the area is subjectto control by the Forest 
Service. An equally important control feature 
aimed at preventing abuse of this stately 
landscapé is a ban on new mining claims. 

Mining in Idaho, as in the rest of the nation, 
i¢ regulated by an 1872 low. Now, as then, it 
is bitthe more than a license to ravish the land 
Tt is still legally permissible for any citizen of 
the United States to stake 4 claim on much 
of the mineral-rich government land in the 
West. Then, if it can be proved that the claim 
has potential for production, the claimant is 
entitled to acquire the land at-a price of no 
more than $5 it acre. 

Three vears age a young insurance execu- 
tive from Boise spoke out against mining in- 
terests that operate with scant concern for the 
environment His oppasition was aimed par- 
ticularly at a proposal to mine the White 
Clouds region for molybdenum, a metal al- 
ready in surplus. His name is Cecil D. Andes, 
and in 1970 he was elected the first Demo- 
ératic governor of Idaho in 24 years, follow- 
ing a campaign in which ecology—specifical- 
ly mining in the White Clouds—was clearly 
the averiding issue 

After taking office, Andrus continued to 
challenge those who would gouge the beauty 
out of the mountains with open-pit opera- 
tions. And by supporting the establishment 
of the Sawtowth National Recreation Area, 
the 4i-vear-ald governor became the high 
priest of a new environmental ethic in Idaho. 

“The people ond industries who come to 
Idaho are going to have to come on our ground

rules,” he tole) me as we satin his office in the 
State Capitol. “People are starting to put a 
high value on breathing fresh air, or seeing: 


a. mountain uncluttered. We still have that to 


offer here in Idaho, and I'm not going to sit 
by and see dt lost” 

Governor Andrus has vowed that there 
will be no more dams constructed in Hells 
Canyon “unless it’s over my dead body.” He 
has lowered the number of out-of-state big- 
mame licenses, a bold move indeed in a sec- 
tinm of the country where the right. to hunt ts 
equated with freedom of worship. The wnti- 
pollution efforts instituted during his ad- 
ministration have been what he terms “hard- 
nosed,” and as a result, the amount of organic 
wuste telensed into the Snake River has 
dropped appreciably in just one year. 

The Snake traces the Idahbo-Oregon border 
for almest 200 miles: For the past bwo million 
years or more, the waters of this mighty river 
have been etching Helle Canyon, the deepest 
nver trench on the face of the North American 
Continent, deeper even—by 2,500 feet—than 
the Grand Canvon, 

1 boarded Guy Snyder's powerful water- 
jet boat at Lewiston for a top wpstream on 
the Snake, which, because of the northward 
flow, means we would be heading south. He 
told me we would be out most of the day, 
covering 60 miles of the narrow corridor, We 
would encounter many white-water rapids, 
he added, 


Ciant Sturveon Are Gone From the Snake 


A lean, lithe man, Guy Snvder has been a 
hoatman-cuide on the Snake for the past ten 
years: He is fussy about his vessel, and the 
sight of a speck of mud on the carpeted deck 
is likely to bring a frown. He crushed out a 
cigarette in a beanbag ashtray and pressed 
the two buttons that brought m roar to the 
pair of 365-horsepower engines. The bout 
backed awny from the dock and then veered 
off, trailing an arch of spray tinted with 
wispy rainbows 

“You'll be surprised at all the signs of one- 
time human habitation we'll see in this can- 
yon,” Guy sald, 

The first such sien We came across was a 
groupr of rocks decorated with aboriginal 
petrogivphs. The designs were created by 
pecking the imuges into the stone.

Tragedy Marks the Nex Perce Past 


On our return bo hewiston we slopped at a 
point dong the Snake where, in early June 
1877, Chief Joseph of the Nez Perce Indians 
led his people across the river to begin one of 
the preat, and tragic, treks of history 

The tiver wes running high when the In- 
digns arnved with 6,000 head of cattic and 
Horsehide: rafts were constructed for 
the crossing. Towed by awimming horses rid 
fen by voune braves, the rifts moved back 
and forth across the swollen river until all

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Most of all there are the ghost towns. These 
telics of instant communities are found in 
many parts of the state. One of the most 
picturesque and best preserved is Silver City, 
in southwestern Idaho. The town is situated 
in the Ovevhee Mountains, and is reached 
only after a grueling drive over a narrow and 
bumpy dirt road. 

“Silver City was laid out in the fall of 
1363," Mrs. Wilma Statham told me, “At first 
they tock only placer gold from the creek. But 
then tremendous silver and gold deposits 
were discovered.” Mra. Siathom’'s father wae 
horn in Silver City, and she attended school 
there herself, Her weekend cottage sits high 
on a hill, overlooking the ruins of the court- 
howse and most of the town, which once had 
a population of 2,000 The Masonite Hall still 
slatitls, a5 do the hotel, newspaper office, 
variqus stores, and a schoolhouse. 

And there is the cemetery, a hillside burial 
ground offering a climpse intothe pastthrough 
iis markers. Mrs. Statham and her husband, 
Harold, took me to where Hiram EF. Leslie 
was buried in 1AS82, 

Leshe wos o photographer who was iaic- 
cused of cattle rustling. He denied the charge; 
saying that if he were guilty, “may the Lord 
strike me dead.” Two davs later, the stury 
yoes, he was dead—struck by lightning 


Mine Fire Clatmed 91 Lives 


Mining remains an important industry in 
Idaho, The activity is centered in the Kellogz- 
Wallace area and includes the production of 
silver, lead, zinc, copper, and antimony. The 
famed Sunshine Mine, lony the largest lode 
producer of silver in the United States, is 
there. In 1970 this mine, with operations 
below 3,000) feet, vielded nearly 844 million 
ounces of silver, Last May afire in the Sun- 
shine sent lethal carbon monoxide and «moke 
wating through 100 miles of workings. The 
death tol] of miners was a staggering 91, 

This area was the scene of some of the most 
violent labor wars in the nation’s history, 
culminating in the assussination in 1905 of a 
former governor, Frank Steunenberg. He was 
killed by a bomb attached to the gate to his 
house, Among those charged with conspiracy 
In the crime was Wiltam D. Haywood, a top 
official of the Western Federation of Miners. 
His celebrated trial, which resultecl in ac- 
quittal, included such lawvers as Clarence 
Darrow for the defense and Senator William 
E. Borah for the prosecution.

The mining district is in northern Idaho, in 
the panhandle that reaches up to press against 
Canada's British Columbia border. This is 
lake country, where the land is splashed with 
the rich: green of pool-table baize. The three 
tnajor lakes here are Coeur d'Alene, Priest. 
and the largest bocy of fresh water in Idaho, 
Pend Oreille.

T visited Priest Lake in February, wher 
stiow was falling, adding to the hip-hich 
accumulation on the ground At the town of 
Notdman | met Bill Burke, late of California 
(“Thirty-one vears with the Los Angeles 
Post Office”) and now an Idahoan with a 
chauvinistic devotion to the state, 

“l went to Rush Creek in the High Sierras 
to fish and found fishermen there lined up 
elbow to elbow,” he <aicl “That was too much 
for me. [t's not only uncrowded here in Idaho, 
but the fishing is great: ond besides, [ve 
never felt better in my life.” 

At the time, Bill was involved in publicity 
wirk for Priest Lake, and the coming week- 
end was o big one for him because of the 
championship sled-dog races: Teams of dogs 
had been broweht in from throughout the 
Northwest to compete over a course taid out 
through the woords just south of town. | was 
ut the starting gate early Saturday morning 
when the teams got off with a yelping lunge 
They were handsome doves with such names 
as Bullet ancl Rec Baron and Pistol. 

One special event was for entries driven by 
contestants over the ave of 30.

Of all commercial activities in the state, 
Idaho leans most heavily on agriculture for 
iis economic well-being. It is the tenth largest 
producer of wheal in the notion, and the 
leader in potatoes. Alfalfa seeds ancl bartey, 
onions and sugar bects are important crops, 
as are hops and mint, But it is the cattle m- 
dustry that is responsible for the largest zingle

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This is an area of grotesque landscapes, 
Where black lava fields tell of a ime when the 
earth was in roiling upheaval. lee caves and 
guping fissures are here, Eichty-three square 
miles of this region have been set aside as the

It was in this-general area, on sagebrush 
land, that the Atomic Energy Commission 
estublished the National Reactor Testing 
Station in 1949. The station today holds the 
lareest om most varied collection of reactors 
In: the wort. 

“When the station opened, it was hoped to 
have between 10 and 15 reactors by 1960," 
Dick Hluckledge, an AEC spokesman in 
Idaho, told me, “but by that time we already 
had 40. As of now, 50 reactors have been built, 
of which 16 wre still in operation.” 

The reactors include the-firstone to pro- 
duce useful amdunts of electricity from mu- 
Clear heat, as well as the most advances 
malerials-testing reactor in the world todav- 


Nuclear Navy Bor in a Desert 


It took more than two vears for the Ad- 
vanced Test Reactor to achieve full power. 
For every gram of uranium in its core, ATR is 
designed to produce about 30 kilowatts of 
thermal power. At full capacity it produces 
250,000 kilowatts. The first materials reac- 
tor constructed on what is known locally as 
the “sagebrush campus” went into retire- 
ment in April of 1970. Four months liter, 
however, it was pul back into operation for 
$5 hours, at the request of the State of Idaho, 
to test. the bevels of mercury contamination 
in. grain samples, livestock, and certain 
specie: of wildlife 

To ensure isolation, the stution covers 
newly 900 square miles, on sree about three- 
quarters the size of Rhode hound. And there 
is nothing int except antelopes, jackrabbtts, 


und sume of the most sophisticated pieces of 


equipment ever assemblect. 
It was in this Idaho desert that the nation’s 
nucicar navy was born. In July of 1953 the 


reactor carrying the designation sTx achieved 
full power. It was the protetype nuclear 
engine for the atomic submarine Nitti: 
This engine later accomplished a stmulated 
submerged voyage, under full power, from 
Newfoundland to lreland, while at the station. 

The commission's Idaho headyuarters is in 
Idahe Falls, one of the three cities in the state 
with a population of more than 45.000, The 
others are Pocatello and, of course, Bose. 
Moscow, home of the University of Tdoho, 
has fewer than 15,000, while McCall, site of 
a winter carnival that attracts thousands 
of Visitors, counts about 1,800. The town of 
Murphy,in Owvhee County, has 75 residents, 
muking ttone of the smallest county seats in 
the Unitecl States, though Owvhee is among 
the largest counties (7,041 square miles) 


A Land of Distances... und Nostalgia

“So—we can break it down and analyze it 
in modular units,” Carol reasoned.

Hf we 
do this for enough patterns, we'll be pretty 
clase to understanding the urban personalits 
of Chan Chan.” 

I was convinced, The National Geographic

major field operations at Chan Chan in 1969 
with a staff of o dozen U.S. and foreien 
scholars und stuchents 


Early Menu Oifered Mastodon 


We set up headquarters in a rented two- 
story home.on the outskirts of Trujillo, several 
miles from the ruins. And over the past four 
years our team has mapped, probed, and ex- 
plored not only Chan Chan, but also scores of 
others among the more than 2,000 archeo- 
logical sites scattered through the surround: 
ing Mioche Valley, from Pacific surf to Andean 
foothills. In-search of the city’s roots, we have 
traced its Inhabitatts’ ancestors os far back 
as shadowy hunters who feasted on a -masto- 
don carcass some 10,000 vears ago 

We were hardly pioneers. The irony of 
Chan Chan ts that for five centuries it has 
been too well known. Built between the 13th 
and 15th cetituries Ap, the city reigned as 
seat of the (himor dominion that eventually 
stretched some 600 miles along the Pacific 
coust. In the late 18th century, highland Incas 
conquered Chan Chan and transferred much 
of its wealth (and many of its skilled crafts- 
men) to thetr own capital, Cuzco, 600 miles 
to the southeast 

When Pizarro’s conquistadors reached 
Chan Chan some 65 years later, i was partial- 
lv abandoned, yet still rich. The Spaniards 
literally formed mining companies to excavate 
in the city for gold artifacts and melt them 
into bullion, And ever since, Anagqueres- 
grave robbers—have dug for treasure, heap- 
ing Wreckage wpen ruin, 

Yet the lonely, ravaged city survives—a 
huge adobe monument to one of the driest,

bleakest region: in the world. (In March 
1972 we felt curiously privileged to be soaked 
by intermittent showers—the last measurable 
rain had fallen 47 veurs earlier) 

How could Chan Chan have risen andl 
prospered in this searing environment? The 
explanation was carved tn the desert for miles 
around ua: an astonishingly well-enginecred 
irrigation system that tapped the nearby 
Moche River. One great canal even snaked 
through more than 50 miles of barren dunes 
to bring water to Chan Chan from another 
valley (page 352). The arrival of Spanish 
armies and a scourge of Old World cisenses 
finally vanquished the desert peoples. Their 
farms lay deserted, as canals parched in the 
sun and dunes recomyuercd the land. 

In our ficldwork we saw miny large farms 
and mechanized sugarcane plantations re- 
using the ancient irriwtion canals, Yet the 
skilled Chimu had cultivated the valley even 
more extenstvely; we continually find their 
channeled fields, waiting to be reclaimed. 

Qur first research goal was to map the en- 
tire city in detail with the aid of those old 
photographs. This tedious but essential task 
was bo occupy six architects and draftsmen 
for neariv two years. The manping not only 
helped us find the patterning we sought in 
the ruins, it also recorded for the future an 
archeological treasure thal. even today is 
undergoing sorry destruction. 

Modern squatters threaten all Chan Chan. 
Farmers have occupied and plowed more 
than a third of the site (page 345). 

Several of the squatters posed another kind 
of threat. One afternoon as I labored over 
paper work, project architect Japhet Roseli— 
a talented Peruvian member of our team-— 
burst into headquarters in great agitation 

“Doctor Mike™ he stormed. “Those three 
Carrasco sisters farming on the west side of 
the site—they just pulled a gun on me and 
my workers!” The squatters, he contmued, 
had taken thei mapping gear and equipment, 
denounced them ns “huaqueros,” and threat- 
ened to shoot if they set foot in the area again, 

We fetched a Trujillo policeman and drove 
back to the ngins, armed with our excavation 
permits and a map clearly showing the squat- 
ters’ farm to be well within the government- 
owned Chan Chan National Monument. After 
heated debate with the belligerent sisters, the 
officer managed tu retrieve our equipment. 
But the women flatly refused to let us map 
“their” 30-acre section of Chan Chan, where

alfalfa now grows over the plowed-up ruins. 
We had to make do with information from 
the aerial photographs. 

As the mapping proceeded, we could reaci- 
ly see more and more repetitive patterns A 
number of lange rectangular pits—more than 
125 of them throughout the city—caught our 
immediate attention, Earlier visitors hal 
pondered them, too, identifying them various- 
ly as sunken granuries; reservoirs, and clay 
quarries for making adobe brick. 

We chose one of the smaller depressions 
and put a crew to work. After weeks of dig- 
ging, they uncovered traces of a clay ramp— 
evidence that people once moved in and out 
of the pit. Had it been submerged, the ramp 
would have dissolved; thus the old excavation 
could not have been a reservoir, Then we 
found cobblestones lining the ancient walls 
This ruled out the idea of a clay quarry, 

My Peruvian foreman, Andrés Castillo, ob- 
served that the soil was growing more moist 
as we dug. and demolished! the erinary theory. 
“It ig too damp,” he said, “The corn and beans, 
they would spoil -very fast.” 


The Final Clie: Shattered Jars 


At last, one afternoon a workman shouted 
excitedly from the soft shadows 30 feet below 
“Hay cerdmical” 

Carol and 1 scrambled down the ladder to 
the excavation floor, Dozens, then hundreds, 
of shards—undisturbed for centunes—came 
to light as we brushed away the sand. 

“Water jars,” Caro] said, anc the evidence 
fell into place. The clay ramp ended about a 
vard above the floor. There, too, the cobble- 
stane Walls were stained white with calcium 
carbonate, deposited by evaporating water 
Now the jars had appeared. We were standing 
in the bottem of a huge walk-in well—the 
first of its type ever excavated in coustal Peru. 

One of my staff workers, Kent Day, ex- 
amined other depressions anc found the pat- 
tern repeated throughout Chan Chan. “The 
same ramp sections, traces of cobblestone 
wall, and shards from large jars,” he reported. 
These wells supplied the citv with water as 
long as irrigation kept the water table at high 
level. The wells went dry when the canals, 
and Chan Chon itself, were abandoned.

We had unearthed a lance point 
and a few stone flakes—obviously the work 
of carly bunters—when an uneasy sensation 
jolted me. “Let's get out of here!’ 1 shouted 
The others needed no urging; they had felt it 
too. We dtopped our tools and rin. 

(reat boulders clattered down the slope 
behind us as the earth shook and rumbled 
Even on the relative safety of the plain we 
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found it difficult to stand. The noise was 
incredible. The inttial shocks continued for 
perhaps three minutes, and great towers of 
dust rose thousands of feet. 

When the earthquake subsided, [retrieved 
my motorevele—fung over on tts sicke—and 
headed tor Trujillo, with Paul and Claude 
following in their jeep. We wove around 
brow cracks in the rege, passing score: of 
collapsed houses in outlying villages. 

Qur staff was safe and our heocquarters- 
lnboratory stood intact, but the colonial cen- 
ter of Trujillo lav in shambles.

Our whaling season began on April 12 
with news of the first open water. By dogsled 
and snowmobile we traveled five miles to-set 
up cur camp. Our crew of ten quickly an 
chored the guy ropes of our tent to: hefty ice 
blocks Three plywood sheets were laid as 
floating over our frozen perch, and a stove 
fashioned from an oil dram puffed smoke 
through «a pipe in the canvas roof 

Qutsicle the tent-a sharp wind tore from the 
northwest. adding sling. to the sub-zero: tem- 
perature as our men launched the umiak ric 
gilded off in search of whales, The lead was 
a narrow span of black water that spun off 
dark mists shot with sunlight. 

Inside we drank ten and waited. In this 
land without trees we fed the stove chunks 
of seal blubber

Hrown, desiccated, unkempt with 
Stubble of the recent grain harvest, tt re- 
sembled the stubbly faces of the old peasants 
Whose goats gheaned there. Adobe villages 
flowted in the heat haze.

“This was Engomi,” George <nid, “a rich 
city of the Bronze Age. A Mycenaean city.” 

The Mycenaeans, the Greeks of Homer's 
time, traded here for Avpros—the copper 
Whose name was <ynonymous with that of 
the land. Engomi's population was a Mesli- 
terranéan mélange, but the place flowered 
most fully under the Greeks. Fully, and briefly: 
By the [ith century 8.c. earthquakes anct in- 
vuders with tron weapons hard destroyed the 
city bused on bronze.

ceeded it in importance. 

What vou see of Salamis today. is Cireco- 
Roman, and beautiful, But tt changed its

A-voung officer of the Fighters, as 
the Turkish Cypriot armed force te called, 
showed me the crowded litth: community 

“I'l never forzet the winter of '64," he said,

couldn't get anv building materials until the

“We ate potatoes copked in seawater, be- 
couse we hath no salt The Gerecks blocked our 
supplies: Well, now we have foorl, we have 
prefabs; we wet olor, thanks to. belp from 
Turkey.

Thousands of vears- of survival under 
foreien comination has required a high tde- 
velopment of Byzantine gamesmianship by all 
Cypriots, which sometimes includes measures 
of double-think tnd douwhle-talk. But honest 
convictions are often honestly presented! out- 
site the political arena And just as Raut 
Denktos hol tiven me his about the Turk- 
ish Cypriot situation, so Glatcos Cjericles, the 
Greek Cypriot spokesman, offered me his 
fovernment's view. 

“Like the Turks; we want Cyprus te be 
independent, Gut os a unitary state. They 
demund a federation af two communities Vet 
thee two communities, cistinet as they are, 
are not physically separated. There ure Turks 
all over the island. So we would have two 


zovernments, one for each side, and a cen- 


iral government, SO percent Greek and 20 
percent Turkish, to preside over both. Such 
a system would be unique in the world. And 
it would be exceedingly edstly. 

"Wot partition of Cyprus between the tavo 
peoples would be worse. le would uproot land- 


loving folk by the thousands wind reestalslish 
them on both sides of a border through this 
little island And that berder would become 
a border between Greece and Torker. The

“We have no choice—anvy of us—but to 
think more in terms of Cyprus os a whole, 
while remaining Greeks or Turks. And we 
must hurry. The young men of today have no 
contact with each other, as we older ones lich 
They can become fanatical, The pot is boil- 
ing: The pressure is building.” 

And I recalled Mr, Denktag’s brooding 
statement: “There are too many guns on this 
small island, And too litth authority,”

Athens itself publicly pressured the presi 
dent to accord Greece, a5 the center of Hel- 
lenism, more say in Cypriot affairs Three 
Cypriot. bishops urged that he step down, 
The president letened, and said nothing. 

The Turkish eadership, | discovered, fa- 
vored a victory by Athens on the very practi- 
cal wrounds that Greece, fearful of Turkey, 
would require any new Cypriot government 
to grant the Turkish Cypriots concessions the 
urchhishop might not. 

Tension was palpable in the capital. More 
run emplacements appeared, | could count

Diamonds End as Precious Dust 


A helicopter: toak me into diamond coun- 
try, skimming over the savanna and the long, 
linear hills, sweeping over villages, police 
posts, and the winding river that flows blood- 
red with mine tailings. It is beautiful country, 
the Kasai, ane precigus—the world's greatest 
éource of industrial diamonds, and among 
“aires largest sources of foreign-exchonge 
earnings (with copper and palm-oil products). 
Diamonds te thickest around the city of 
Mbujt Mavi. The first were founel tn 1907; in 
1919 the Belgians began systematic exploi- 
tation. Today the mining company, MIBA, is 
owned! half by the nation, half by Belgian 
Interesis—und the government preaches the 
gospel of work, On my first day at Mbuji 
Masi, | attended « political rally. The gov- 
ernar was there, but he sat dignified and silent 
while party leaders:Jocd chants and <onirs: 

“Awenta! Awensa!—To clo! To ce!” 

“That's the way to move ahead!” 

“Yo, va, vit, mundenge!—Va, va, va, work!” 

After the speeches and the slogans there 
was beer, and roast chicken cooked with pes- 
nuts. Then I went with the Belgian director of 
mining. CL. Fieremans, to see the open pits 
where power shovels bit into the red earth. 

In the plant where the gravel was washed 
und the diamonds separated out, Mr. Fiere- 
mans introduced me to young Zainans being 
trained to take over top company positions. 
Qne handecl me atray of brownish diamonds, 
a day's production—worth, ot 54 a carat, 


some S150,000. Eizhty-five percent of the dia- 


monds are crushed for industrial use, 13 per- 
cent are user! as solid tnclustrial diamonds, 
and 2 percent are sold a4 germs. 

Mr. Fieremane told me that MIBA bad to

limit production becaus: of competition, 
largely from synthetic diamonds. Then, fly- 
Ing over the chamond fields, he showed me 
another reason; a creck bank pitted os if by 
heavy arullery bombardment. 

“At might,” he said, “villagers come out to 
dig diamonds illegally. Sometimes there'll be 
five hundred people at one site. They are good 
prospectors, We know from Statistics on the 
quantity of diamonds exported from neigh- 
boring countries—countries without diamond 
fieleis—that the poachers’ production one vear 
equaled nearly balf our own.” 

The legal diamonds. leave Mbuti Mavi 
twice o month in a small twin-engine plane. 
ict diamonds leave in scruffy bundles of 
clothing, pressed inside packages of manioc, 
and on the persons of men andl wornen, 

In titne, they all arrive in the London offices 
of the international diamond cartel, which con- 
trols distribution. Mr. Fieremans shrugged. 
“Diamonds tell ne tales.” 

Compared with diamonds, copper may 
seem drab, but it shaped the Land—and still 
doet. In 1885, when Belgium's King Leopold 
LI established his personal African domain 
(and tronically named it the Congo Inee- 
pendent State), he tocluded » bulge at the 
southeast corner. This became the province 
of Katanga, now Shaba, the land of copper. 

Leopold's personal cule aver a land 80 times 
lirger than bis own ended in 1908. Under 
heavy criticism for the corruption and cruelty 
rampant in the Congo, he ceded his fief to the 
Belgian Government. But in chitming that 
bulge, he had ensured Zaire’s future

Today Shaba’s treasure belongs to a gov- 
emment-owned mining company, in Labum- 
bashi I talked with the Zairian director, Kan- 
dolo Lopepe, who told me that the 400,000 
tons of copper produced each vear provide 
the nation with more than 60 percent of lis 
foreign-exchange carning,s. 

“We are increasing our own plant capacity 
by 50 percent,” Mr. Randolo said. “The gov- 
ernment has ranted two new concessions 
One to a Japanese svndicate, the other to an 
international consertium.” 

From Shaba [turned to the great river that 
remains the chief artery of the nation's com- 
merc—the Zaire, formerly the Congo. With 
its tributaries, it offers almost 9,000 miles of 
navienble waterway (map, preceding page).

Food is-a daily con- 
cern for the Pyernies, ancl for that day the 
concern hac been laid to rest. 


Virunga Looms Large in Zaire’s Future 


Animals have become more than just food 
to the majority of Zairians; today they have a 
new role—attracting foreign tourists to the 
country. T flew southeast from Kisangani to 
Goma, gateway to Virunga National Park. 
Established by the Belgians as Albert Nation- 
al Park in 1925, it stretches some 190 miles 
north from Goma. Within its boundaries lie 
grotioes and live yaleanocs, one of the last 
homes of the mountain gorilla, ancd—at its 
northern end—a part of the Ruwensori, the 
fabied Mountains of the Moon. 

But my interest lay in the Rwindi-Kutshoru 
plains; there beside Lake Idi Amin Dada 
roam the great herds. At Camp Rwineli, the 
favernment-operted resort in the midst of 
the plains, [ arranged a tour in a safari wagon 
with a Dutch family from Kisangani 

We started at daybreak. The two young 
children rose from their seats time and again: 
“Look, an antelope! ... Look, an elephant! , 
Look, oh, Jook!* We saw rivers black with 
hippos (partes 4274-5), and herds of dark and 
massive buffaloes. There were warthogs, ba- 
boons and blue monkeys, mongooses and 
jackals, hares und hyenas 

Once we followed a lion ae he stalked a 
herd of Thomas's kobs—to me the mist beau- 
hiul animats inthe park. The antelopes spot- 
ted the lion and eleed away; some of the 
miles cried and trotted back and forth. The 
lion paused, then walked on. The kobs turned 
and bounded off as if on legs of springs, The 
lion shook his head and turned away. Per- 
haps another cay. 

| wanted a closer look-at the animals So 
Jean-Pierre von der Becke, a Belgian park 
emplovee, suggested a walk along the forest- 
fringed Rwindi River. An armed park guard 
Lccompunied 0s. 

As we walked along, relishing the smell 
and snorts of hippos, he said, “We have about 
25,000—the largest hippo concentration in 
the world. | consider them among our most 
dangerous animals. They look zo benign, but 
they cancun faster than o man. It is not wise

to get between a hippopotamus and the river.” 

Fresh elephant dung told us other behe- 
moths were nearby, When they came crash- 
ing through the bush toward us, I knew a 
moment of fear. The park guard slammed a 
cartridge into his rifle chomber, and we 
stood frozen—for perhaps:30 seconds. Then 
the grewt beasts rushed past us ty the river. 

That night, in the comfortable lodge of 
Cump Rwindi, Jean-Pierre told me that the 
Kwind, Rutshuru, and other rivers provide 
the herds with plentiful water and that the 
park holds adequate grazing, “There was a 
great slaughter of animals here in the. ‘hit's," 
he said, “It began with the disorders after 
independence and climaxed in 1968 with 
invasions by pouchers from the surrounding 
terntery. The animals survived only because 
of the heroism of Zairian park personnel: 24 
were killed in line of duty.” 

During the troubles, Zatre's modest tourist 
trade vanished. Now it is growing anew. Jean- 
Pierre told me Camp Rwindi registered 5,000 
visitors in L471. The crowds willicome. An 
mrstrip has been built within the park, more 
comfortable round bungalows added at Camp 
Rwindi, and travel avencies are beginning to 
Send) prowps. 


Life is Rich-in the “Other” Kinshasa 


Back in Kinshasa, the hub, | joined Sunday 
crows to stroll the Presidential Gardens, like 
Versailles with fountains and formal walks. 1 
visited! the National Museum, not vet open, 
ts rooms full of priceless tribal art—and then 
made my own purchases at the open-air Ivory 
Market in the beart of town. 

In the evenings [ might dine in one of the 
fancier restaurants on mussels fown in from 
Belgium, sit-in the sidewalk Café de la Paix, 
or walk along the ron by the river, with its 
fine olel houses and vreat trees;-and its view 
of the sun setling over the water, 

I learned that Kinshasa was really two 
cities One was composed of the business and 
government center and the plush suborbs— 
with their swimming pools and high walls, 
lush gardens, and barred windows and doors. 
The other was the Cité, in colonial times the 
“native quarter,” today the home of the less 
than wealthy and of the poor. 

With its small cubical houses, its bare 
yards, and freshly planted trees; the Cite 
seemed to grow before my eyes—inching out- 
ward across the stubble fields anc up the hills, 
fed by a ceaseless flow of villagers come to 
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find jobs and. bright lights I spent several 
dave aid nights m the Cite with Malanzn Lu- 
Kiisa, a wong musiciin who writes and sings 
in the traditional modes of the Luba tribe. He 
is a fentle man, popular but often broke, ancl 
lives ina smal! house at the end of a pucdle- 
filled dirt road. 

We often Visited his kin, Al a cousin's house 
we lunched on moamba, o tational dish— 
chicken cooked in palm cil—with a sauce of 


Pili-prli, hot peppers, on rice. 


And we passed the nights in the Club 
Zaire, & favorite of these of the Luba tribe. 
One nicht it featured o band from the Kasai. 
They were country boys, lean and taut) in 
white shirts and ties that stood out amid a sea 
of city sport shirts. They plaved flutes, whis- 
thes, ane! the 2embe—an instrument consisl- 
ing of a sound box and civht or ten metal 
spokes plucked by the thumbs—while thetr 
leader, Kabala, performed the hip dance 

Toward the end, Lukusa wrapped a bright- 
ly printed cloth around his own waist wnd 
stepped to the dance floor, Like pro fighters, 
he and Kabalu faced each other and began 
to chance. 

They danced and laughed inte the night— 
anc for the moment these Lubas were not in 
Kinshasa, but back in the rolling savanna of 
the Kasai. “I'm not lost here,” they omer! to 
say, “I am known.” 


“What the President Plants Will Live” 


In the streets of Kinshasa | heard a dif- 
ferent kind of music, a song hit celebrating 
the country’s new name: 

Day begins, my brothers, 

The sun is here, 

Night falis, my brothers, 

Let Mobutw think, 

What's he thinking off 

ihe hertiage left to ws Dy our ancestars..;. 

The song reflects the power and thrust of 
the 42-year-old president of Zaire: Expelled 
from secondary school for truancy, Mobutu 
became in tum 4 sergeant major in the colo 
nial army, @ journalist, and chief of staff of 
the Independent Congo's army. In 1965, amid 


the troubles, he took charge as presicent. 

Since then he has abolished all political 
purties but his own, made every official per- 
gonally responsible to him, and struggled to 
weld hic many peoples into one. 

In 1971 be took up the ery of “authentici- 
ty,” urging the revival of positive aspects of 
African culture. He changed the name of the 
country and of the river to Zaire. He dropped 
his own Christian names, Joseph-Deésiré, to 
become Mobutu Sese Seko—meaning “the 
adventurous land,” Throwghout Zaire others 
were ordered to follow suit. 

Clearly, he calls the shots. Perhaps in such 
i country it can be no other way. Few ob- 
servers see an alternative, and all admit, “He 
broweht stability.” One Zairian told me grudg- 
mnghs “What the presulent plants will live. We 
ore a stubborn people and need astrong hand." 


Mobutu Woos Foreign Investors 


General Mobuty has planted well in a num- 
ber of areas, but none of hic efforts seem more 
important than thease to expand and diversify 
Zaire's industry. He hat traveled) abroad, 
(ffering generous profit and tax regulations 
lo encourage foreten investment, 

Often in Kinshasa | met representatives of 
the companies that hove responded to that 
call; Goodyear, completing a new factory; 
First National City Bank of New York, open- 
ing a branch office; Gulf Oil, drilling offshore: 
General Moters and Fort, signing to build 
assembly plants. There were others, inclod- 
ing British Lestand, Renault, Unilever. 

Downstream trom Kinshwsa rises the most 
dramatic svmbol of Zaire’s quest for econom- 
ic growth, the Inga Power Project. Designed 
by Frenchmen, built by Italians, the system 
and its dam, when fully developed, will be 
able te generate more power than any other 
hydroelectric plant in Africa. The dam's first 
phase wus inaugurated in November 1972 
and is expected to be completed in early 1974, 
Two additional phases will follow. Zairians 
hope the massive clam will make of their river 
Valley an African Ruhr. They plan also an

The kiam- 
fu kindly showed me his royal regalia—the 
neundy, two iron nails linked by a short piece 
af cord: the tsapu, the basket in which is kept 
the khula and the Sacred white clay: the 
mbele poke, the short, wide-bladed cere- 
monial sword symbolizing life and death.

Banana Plant Teaches a Lesson 


There were four priests at the tile mission 
at Kasongo Lunda. The two older serve the 
town: the younger two, traveling by jeep and 
on foot in two- and three-week swings, each 
serve about 60 villages and 30 hamlets. 

Pere Alain van der Beken, one of the voung- 
er priests, showed me the litth book in which 
he keeps his parish records: His villages-hold 
8,156 people, of whom 70 percent follow tra- 
ditional African beliefs 

The village of Dihulu, which we would be 
visitng, holds 295 people, of whom 196 are 
baptized. Of the 45 married men, seven have 
more than one wife, All seven are baptized, 
but do not observe church teachings. 

We drove the next day through the hills 
down to the Kwango River, dark and switt, 
antl the village beside it 

Asowe walked through the village, women 
were pounding and sifting manioc. One 
house was being pulled down; a man had 
diced there, so it harbored evil spirits. The 
doorte another house was hidden by a screen: 
behind the screen wos a young banane plant, 


indicating that twins had been born there 
recently, but that only one had survived. The 
father cume to the door, He told us that when 
he planted the banana plant four months 
earlier, it was only 244 feet tall—now it 
towered 12 feet, 

When would the sereen come down? 
“When the living child can walk.” What was 
the origin of this custom? “It has been cone 
so since the ancestors” 

“There is a prover) about the banana,” 
Pére Alain suid, “When the plant dies, the 
shoots grow.” 

He led me to an old plant, its fruit gone, its 
top withered and black; at its base, green 
shoots reached upward. “It isa way of accept- 
ine death, and understanding immortality.” 


Freedom Has Browght Few Johs 


That sight some of the older men brought 
chaire and stools and we sat in a yard around 
a kerosene lantern and talked 

I asked what changes had come into their 
lives since Independence. 

“Before, there was no work; now, there is 
no work. But we like independence.” What 
was their hope? “Work, to get maney, cliss- 
rooms for our children—if there is work, all 
suffering will end.” 

While we talked, a few voung men brought 
drums, warmed the hide heads over a straw 
fire. and began to play ancd-sing. A few girls 
joined them. Their songs revealed that Radio 
Kinshasa had penetrated the hills that had 
barred progress, One cong proclaimed: 

The young are Zairian, 

The old are Congolese: .. . 

The older men shifted in-their chairs. 

The next morming Pére Alain heard confes- 
sians, set up a small portable altar in a yard, 
and celebrated Muss. His sermon told of sal- 
vation, of joy following suffering—as the ba- 
nana shoots follow the death of the old plant 

But for the people of Dibulu, T had learned, 
salvation had a second meaning: “Work, to 
get money, classrooms for our children, .-. 
With work, all suffering will end.” 

I hoped, in their reach for the future, the 
people of Dibulu and of all Zaire would find 
the salvation they sought
